COLONEL ABRAM CURRY. 


One of the Gia Nevada Pioneers 
wWite an Interestieg Mistery. 
Abram Curry, the subject of this 

sketch, a good picture of whom ap- 

pears below, was born in Oneida 
county, New York, in 1815, and died 

in Carson City October 19, 1873. 
When quite a young man he was 

engaged in the bakery business in 

Ogdensbary, New York. Shortly after 

he gave thia up and was engaged ex- 

tensively in the shipping business in 

Buffalo. He came to California in 

1850 and resided successively at Grass 

Valley, Downieville, San Francisco 

and other He arrived in 

Downievillesome time in 1855, 

with little or none of this world’s 

— In a short time he acquired a 

arge property. He was the builder 

of the Downieville theater, and was 
engaged for a time in the livery busi- 
ness. In the summer of 58 in com- 
pany with John Musser, Frank Proc- 
tor and Frank Green he set out on an 
explorivg expedition, came over the 


Steamboat Springs. After leaving 
that place and traveling for several 
hours, they were surprised to find 
themselves on the shore of Washoe 
lake. At that time there was a small 
Mormon settlement at what is now 
known as Carson City. 

In consequence of the demonstra- 
tion made upon Salt Lake City by the 
United States forces under command 
of General Johnson, in 1857, Brigham 
‘Yong called in the Mormons living 
in the valley. They left in great baste, 
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disposing of their property for a small 
consideration. Accordingly, Curry, 
Musser and Proctor purchased a ranch 
ing nearly the whole of 
* e Valley, paying $800 therefor. 

Ie built in Carson the adobe build- 
ing occupied by Gillig & Mott as a 
hardware store, also the county build- 
ings, State Prison, Warm Sprin 
hotel, V. & T. machine shops, E. B. 


Colonel Curry is as much a part of 


Through his efforts the 
branch Mint was located and built 
there. Ile was one of the locators of 


sold his share—900 feet—to Henry 
Meredith and Joe Clark for $2,500, 
and went to Ohio, but returned in 
March of 1860, and afterward re- 
Colonel Curry was 
a prominent member of the Masonic 
fraternity; was the leader in the 
movement to start the first fire com- 
pany ever organized in Carson, con- 
tribu‘ing $1,000 towards the purchase 


and was elected foreman of the Curry 
Engine Gera. and held the posi- 
tion as long as he lived; he was the 
founder and the organizer of the Im- 
proved Order of Red Men.

SAMPLE OF SUGAR, 

Ot the First Proiact of the Chino 

Nuger Factory. 

Rev. Barr presented the GazeTre 

yesterday with a sample of beet sugar 
made at the Chino Sugar Factory in 
San Bernardino county a few days 
since, being a sample of the first pro- 
duct of the factory. It is white and 
in granulated form and just as sweet 
as any — and is probably of the 
same kind as used by everybody for 
some years past und without any prej- 
udice. However, it is cheering to 
know that there is now no prejudice 
to overcome in the matter and Nevada 
will certainly enter the list before long 
as a beet sugar producer, for experi- 
ments made this season in Douglas 
county establish the fact that alkali 
lands produce beets of the highest per- 
centage of saccharine. 


CARSON VALLEY CREAMERY. 


Located Near Genes and te Start 
ou Tuesday Next. 

The Genoa Courier of the 11th inst. 

says: The Carson Valley Creamery 


will commence receiving milk next 
Tuesday morning. The machinery in 
the creamery has a capacity sufficient 
to work the milk from 3,000 cows and 
turn out one and one-half tons of but- 
ter and three tons of cheese daily. 

The number of cows furnishingfmilk 
will be in the neighborhood of 800, 
and from this number itis expected 
that 500 pounds of butter will be man- 
ufactured daily. 

The farmers receive 80 cents per 100 

nds for their milk on the basis of 

it testing four pounds of butter to the 
hundred pounds of milk.
